rue of some parents of retarded children as 
t is of the public in general. 

Here, in Perry County, in 1965, we have 
a whole vast, submerged population of over 
1,000 pc >ple mostly children, who suffer from 
ome ki.d of mental handicap The national 
avera e is tiiree retarded children out of every 
loo born Our rate is probably even higher 
But to judge from the public awareness of the 
problem, these children do not even exist, as 
iar as most of us are concerned We have as- 
sumed that because we do not see them, they 
are not there. 

At least, that is. we have assumed it un- 
til recently, until just these past few months 
ol 1965. 

For now. if you look closely, you can dis- 
cern Mime signs of a tentative awakening a 
slow but gradual willingness to talk about men- 
tal retardation. It is a shame that this new 
dial* -cue — in ttie newspapers, on the radio, 
ammi; teachers and parents and groups — h;;s 
been so long in coming But it is equally en- 
courag. ; that it has at last begun. 

The origin of Perry County's si„w awaken- 
ing to the scope of retardation in our com- 
munity was at Leatherwood. There, a group 
of concerned mothers, assisted by j public 
hialth nurse, has succeeded in arousing the 
lax al community to the problem, and come up 
with at least the beginnings of a solution Af- 
tc many months of hard effort, they managed 
to ope . the Leatherwood Day < arc Center I- r 
Retarded Children last January. 

An article in lust Thursday s Herald des-
